THE SODALITY UNION IN PITTSBURGH. 


The possibilities of Sodality organization are being admirably é¢xem- 
plified in the zéal and activity of the Sodality Union in Pittsburgh, which, 
though it was established only the middle of last May, has already accom- 
plished surprising things in the way of work in honor of the Blessed 
Virgm. At the summons of the Right Reverend Bishop a committee of 
seventy members of the Sodality in Pittsburgh, alert, capable and ener- 
géetic young women, gathered to plan the work and organization of the 
Union. With the assistance of Reverend Thomas F. Coakley, whom the 
Bishop appointed Director of the Union, they laid out the work for the 
spiritual and intellecfual needs of the Catholic working girls of Pitts- 
burgh. Several hundred Catholic girls’ were found to be engaged in 
domestic work within a few miles of the Cathedral and several thousand 
employed in other occupations. A great number of volunteers were found 
among the Sodalists, and a questionaire was issued asking each to state 
her talerits and training and what sort of work she felt most inclinéd to 

- and how much time she could devote to it, An entertainment was then 
planned to bring all the working girls together.’ At this entertainment 
they were asked to indicate what subject they wished to study. In re- 
sponse to their requests, classes in Spelling, English, Domestic Science, 
Dancing, Athletics and Sewing were announced, and the Sodalists are 
now devoting part of their time every week to helping these girls to fit 
themselves for a better position. At the same time another set of com- 
mittees were busy with welfare work for thé children in the foreign dis- 
tricts. As there are some twenty-seven nationalities among the Catholics 
of Pittsburgh, this offers a very extensive field. A settlement was begun 
in the midst of the Lithuanian District, and the Catholic childrén in the 
public schools were attracted for catechism classes and innocent recrea- 
tion. Two more settlements will be begun by the Sodalists at an éarly 
date in similarly congested and needy districts. The Union in Pittsburgh 
aims to take up work that is not being done by any other organization, 
and is carefully avoiding any interference with the work of existing 
societies. The remarkable su¢cess of the work of the Union thus far 
gives promise of still greater achievements in the future. “The Sodalists 
of Pittsburgh are certainly to be congratulated on their energy, enthu-
